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UNESCO Report 


Another highlight of the meeting was 
a 2-hour presentation by Past Nat'l 
Cmdr Ray Murphy (Iowa) of a 142- 
page final report on UNESCO (United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization) made by a special 
American Legion committee headed by 
Murphy. 

The report also encompassed the offi- 
cially constituted United States Com- 
mission for UNESCO, a U. S. lay group 
appointed by the Federal gov't to advise 
it on UNESCO. 

Last fall, The American Legion had 
declined a gov't invitation to seat a rep- 
resentative on that Commission, 

The final report of the Murphy com- 
mittee, 18 months in the making, ex- 
amined various controversies, allega- 
tions and charges which have centered 
around UNESCO. 

The _— committee report found most 
Sf the charges to be based on widely cir- 
culated misstatements and distortions of 
fuct, whose origins were traced to profes- 
sional hate groups. 

The report stated that UNESCO (a) 
operates no programs in the U. S. and (b) 
does not participate in U. S. school activi- 
thers, 

It further concluded that: 

“1. UNESCO is not favorable toward 
world gov't, its programs and functions do 
not tend toward world gov't; the U. S. Nat'l 
Commission on UNESCO (is) . . . strongly 
opposed to world gov't; 

“2. UNESCO is not atheistic; and 

“3. UNESCO is in no sense or degree 
communistic.” 

The lengthy study was received and 
referred to the Nat'l Foreign Relations 
Commission for transmittal to the Nat'l 
Convention,

tion to Murphy, are Mrs. Harold S, Burdett, 
immediate Past Nat'l President, American 
Legion Auxiliary; Wm.

Although upwards of 300 patriots journeyed from all parts of the 
United States to attend the Convention of the Congress of Freedom 
in San Francisco, on April 25-30, 1955, there was no official 
welcome from the city officials of the great city of San Francisco... 
no , not even an office boy from City Hall tw bear greetings to the 
visitors. And this. in San Francisco, a city once noted for its. 
courage and hospitality! Apparently it is not only un-fashionable 
but dangerous to be a patriot and to love God and country. 

However, it would have taken a great deal more than the rude- 
ness and lack of fortitude of the City Fathers to dampen the spirits 
of the participants of the Congress of Freedom. 

The Convention was held in the Veterans’ War Memorial Aud- 
itorium...the same building in which was born the infamous United 
Nations in 1945. You could not sit in this Auditioruim - stand on 
the floor where stood Alger Hiss and his associates, without 
hearing the sounds of ¢800,000,000d slaves crying to America 
to help break their fetters. 

The’ subject of this Convention’was: *‘To appraise the purpose, 
philosophy and ten-year record of the United Nations.*’

Now Arithmetic 
Is Frowned Upon 


Progressivism in education has been given 
its due in two addresses by Mrs. Frederick S. 
Ballweg of Indianapolis. Speaking before both 
the Michigan Coalition of Constitutionalists 
and the Wayne Country Women’s Republican 
Club, Mrs. Ballweg forthrightly criticized fed- 
eral aid to education on three basic counts: It 
is unnecessary; it is educationally undesirable; 
it will lead to control of public schools “by the 
federal government which, in turn, will mean 
control by a group of educators who have set 
themselves the task of ‘building a new social 
order through the schools’.” 

Educational progressivism has numerous 
lines of infiltration. It admires and cherishes 
federal control of the public school system, bé- 
ing interested in the money taxpayers put in 
Uncle Sam’s money bags. And, in the class- 
room itself, it foists all manner of strange 
teaching devices on school children, strange 
devices which turn out incompetents scholas- 
tically and nit-wits in the Art and Science-of 
Proper Living.

But that isn’t the really important point. McCar- 
thy’s attiude when he revealed to Capitol newsmen the 
Internal Revenue Service's finding and passed around 
his refund check indicated this. When reporters wanted 
to know if he intended to attack somé of his colleagues 
who had led the attack on him, McCarthy dismissed 
the suggestion with a shrug saying the censure com- 
mittee and the old Gillette-Hennings subcomittee on 
elections (which went into his income returns) might 
“well apologize to the American people — they don’t 
have to apologize to me.” 

The important’ fact, politically, is whether the two 
recent victories can balance or cancel out the sustained 
attacks — more violent and lasting longer than ony 
mode agoist a senator in our -history — which started 
back in the meeting of 1950. A small group of bleed- 
ing hearts at that time pledged over a Washington din- 
ner table that constant reiteration in their writings and 
broadcasts they would moke the word McCarthyism 
on epithet of opprobrium and a part. of the English 
language.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


Providing for the revision of the Status of Forces Agreement ana 
certain other treaties and international agreements , or the with- 
drawal of the United States from such treaties and agreements, 
so that foreign countries will not have criminal jurisdiction over 
American Armed Forces personnel stationed within their bound- 
aries 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That (a) the 
President shall forthwith address to the North Atlantic Council 
a request for reVision of article VII of the agreement between 
the parties to the North Atlantic Treaty regarding the staws of 
their forces (signed at London on June 19, 1951), as provided 
for by article XVII of such agreement, for the purpose of bring- 
ing about the prompt elimination or modification of article VI 
of such agreement so that foreign countries will not have cri- 
minal jurisdiction over American military personnel stationed 
within their boundaries. 

(b) Unless the revision described in subsection (a) shall have

The Color Trap 


ONE DROP OF RED DYE will tinge a whole tubful 
of water, It may not be noticable except under a strong 
light, but the color is there. Of course, as more dye 
is added the color becomes more apparent. 


One sentence of red propaganda will tint a whole 
volume of words. If color is too marked most read- 
ers will reject it. But when subtly introduced in micro- 
scopic quantities, the slightly pinkish taint in what 
passes in these times for literature escapes all but the 
most alert minds. 

In many books, magazines and newspaper articles 
today the pinkish tinge is just slight enough to pass 
unnoticed by the average reader. If we are not watch- 
ing for the insidiously inserted propaganda, we are 
apt to have our thinking tinted a slight shade of pink, 
which will gradually grow to a deeper red as we absorb 
more of the coloring from other books, articles, ora- 
tions, sermons or movies. In this way we can, and many 
of us do, become pinkos without being aware of it. 

When our thinking becomes shaded it is easy for 
them to pour a little more coloring into their articles 
and sermons and gradually lead us down the rosy path 
from pinks to reds. The “‘battle of the century” is the 
reds’ endeavor to capture our minds. 

However, if we examine everything we read, hear or 
see in the movies under the cold light of reason the 
color becomes apparent. An alert mind will not be caught 
in the red trap. 

While the reds, with considerable success, are going 
all out to capture the adult minds, their most success- 
ful battle is being waged in the schools. In the school 
classrooms and textbooks the color is added in greater 
quantity and increased at a faster tempo. 

Many of the teachers have, innocently or not, swal- 
se — red propaganda that they have become 
color blind. 


But nearly any parent, on reading his childrens’ text- 
books, would quickly detect their not so insidious pro- 
paganda. But who bothers to inform himself on what 
his kids are being taught?
